INCREASED ONE-THIRD IN 
ONE YEAR SAYS REPORT

Surprising growth in the use of the 
Sierra Madre Public Library during 
the past year is shown by the annual 
report for the period ending June 30. 
The circulation of books lias increased 
by just about one-third, reaching a 
total of 13,620 for the year, not includ¬ 
ing unbound periodicals. This also 
takes no account of the use of refer¬ 
ence books and other works in the 
library. 

The circulation figures for the past 
year are as follows: Adult, 12,116; 
juvenile, 1,520; total, 13,626. Of this 
total 7,701 were works of fiction. 

During the year previous, ending 
June 30, 1914, the figures were as fol¬ 
lows: Adult, 9,067; Juvenile, 1,157; 
total, 10,214. Of this total 7,633 were 
works of fiction. 

Ratio of Increase 

Comparison of the figures for the 
two years shows the following per¬ 
centages of increase: Adult, 33.7',;,; 
juvenile, 31.2*;;.; total circulation, 
33.5';;. Almost the entire increase was 
in non-fiction, which shows an increase 
of only nine-tenths of one percent. 

No account is taken here of unbound 
periodicals. These are allowed to be 
taken front the library as soon as a 
later copy has been received and placed 
on the reading table. The total for 
the past year was 2,672. 

Small Fiction Percentage 

During the past year fiction repre¬ 
sented 56.7'7o of the total circulation. 
This is an unusually small proportion, 
according to average library reports. 
Almost the whole increase in circula¬ 
tion during the past year was in non¬ 
fiction, for fiction represented 74.7 per 
cent of the total circulation during the 
preceding year. 

The unusual Increase in the reading 
of non-fiction is undoubtedly due to 
the wise policy of the book committee 
of the municipal library board In se¬ 
lecting books. They have adued a 
large number of up-to-date works on 
art, travel, biography, biography und 
standard sets, which have ben in con 
slant demand. Strangers visiting the 
library frequently comment on the 
excellent assortment of books and the 
good judgment evidently used in their 
choice. The book committee consists 
of Mrs. K. T. Pierce and H. J. Potter. 

Books Added 

The library now eontuins nearly 
6,000 bound volumes. The annual re¬ 
port shows 580 volumes were added 
during the year, and 113 withdrawn 
front circulation because of loss or 
damage. The net total reported Is 
5,721. 

Low Expense Rate 

Total expenditures for the past year 
are shown by the report to have been 
$1,427,89, classified as follows: Books 
and periodicals, $677.50; library help, 
$638.14; library equipment. $ 16.97; cur¬ 
rent supplies, $19.05; permanent im¬ 
provements, $21.93; light, heat and 
water, $54.30. Substractlng the $677.- 
50 expended for accessions to the li¬ 
brary shelves, leaves a total of $750.39 
which represents the cost of library 
operation and upkeep. Dividing this 
amount by the total library circula¬ 
tion for the year shows the circulation 
cost to be the surprisingly small sunt 
of forty six hundredths of one cent per 
book. 

Budget allowances adopted by the 
city trustees allot $1,600 to the library 


for the year beginning January 1, 1916. 
This amount added to the balance at 
present in the library fund will make 
approximately $150 monthly for library 
purposes. This is a slight Increase, 
but not by any means in the same 
ratio as the use of the library lias in¬ 
creased. 

CANYON BRIDGE OPENED 
WITH GREAT CEREMONY 

Christening of the new bridge In 
Sierra Madre Canyon Park on Wednes¬ 
day evening was made an elaborate 
ceremony, witnessed by a large crowd 
of residents, both from Sierra Madre 
and the Canyon Park tract. The affair 
was arranged by the canyon people. 
Trustee Dietz represented Mayor 
Moote who is in San Diego and the 
city government was also represented 
by Trustees Johnson and Nourse, and 
by Attorney Montgomery. Miss Pru- 
eite, a resident of the canyon, broke 
a bottle of wine over the bridge and 
christened it by name “Sturtevant Trail 
Bridge." After the speeches and cer¬ 
emony Mr. und Mrs. C. E. Chantry 
served retreshments to the guests and 
the remainder of the evening was 
spent witli dancing in the Canyon Park 
pavilion. 

Probably no single road improve¬ 
ment that could have ben made within 
the city limits would benefit more peo¬ 
ple. The pedestrians who pass the 
point in a week are numbered in 
thousands. And it is safe to say that 
the bridge will be crossed from 150 to 
2u0 times a day by animals, it was 
not at nil to the credit of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre that the worst place on the whole 
Sturtevant Trail was within the city 
limits, hut it was a fact previous to the 
opening of I he bridge. The deep ravine 
and steep banks made it particularly 
bail for pack animals. Few Sierra 
Madre people have any adequate idea 
of the real need which existed for the 
bridge. 

DEER SEEN FREQUENTLY 
WITHIN THE CITY LIMITS 

From along the upper edge of town 
come reports of deer wandering down 
from the mountains. Nearly every day 
three deer are seen near the Hum¬ 
phries and Fennel homes on Piedmont 
Heights. Others appear often at the 
Henszey place, near G1 Heposo and 
even as far down as Brand View ave¬ 
nue. In past years such appearances 
would he common up to the opening 
of the hunting season, when the deer 
would lake fright from hearing fre¬ 
quent shooting, it is not unreasonable 
• o expect that with all hunting stopped 
in the nearby mountains the deer will 
be seen with increasing frequency. 

CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 

Rev. Mr. Montgomery, assistant su¬ 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League in Southern California, will 
preach at Hie Congregational Church 
next Sunday morning. An offering will 
lie taken lor the work of the league. 
The pastor. Rev. Fred Staff, is now on 
his vacation and there will be no 
preaching services in the evening dur¬ 
ing August. The Christian Endeavor 
Society will bold its Sunday evening 
meetings at 7 o’clock and all are in¬ 
vited to attend these services. 


Reduction of losses through bad ac¬ 
counts to the absolute minimum is the 
object of action taken at Wednesday 
evening’s meeting of the Merchants’ 
Association. Bunching of claims 
against individuals who have “stung" 
association members will be the policy 
in the future. The association will em¬ 
ploy a regular attorney or collector 
for the purpose and go after them in 
earnest. 

An instance of the need for Bitch 
action was found in the case of a fam¬ 
ily which resided in Sierra Madre for 
several months and ran up accounts 
with grocerymen, butchers, garage and 
laundrymeu and others. Packing their 
grips and disappearing one night, it 
was some time before any of the cred¬ 
itors could even get. track of them in 
l.os Angeles. No individual merchant 
had a large enough account to bother 
about hiring an attorney, though the 
total was a considerable amount. Such 
cases have been frequent enough to 
cause the association to decide on 
pooling their interests for collection 
purposes and in future it will not be 
so easy to get by with such business. 

Members of the credits committee 
of the association are busy gathering 
data from members for the compiling 
of a new credit rating list. In the past 
six months these credit lists have 
been of great assistance to members 
ill avoiding the unwise granting of 
credits and experience has shown the 
wisdom of keeping the lists up to date. 

Three new members were received 
by the association, Messrs. John Boyd, 
J. J. Hart, and the firm of Andrews & 

I lawks. 

Consideration of the business license 
ordinance occupied a considerable part 
of the evening. The matter of securing 
revenue and some protection from 
outside concerns which do business 
here without contributing anything in 
the way of taxes to the city was urged 
as particularly necessary. The ordin¬ 
ance committee was Instructed to con¬ 
fer with the city attorney to learn how 
far the city can go in such matters. 
Monrovia is just now in the midst of 
similar agitation. 

FOREST FIRE BULLETINS 

DAILY AT EXPOSITION 

Forestry Exhibit Shows Daily 
Fire Situation in the Cali¬ 
fornia Forest Reserves 

Telegraphic reports of forest fire 
conditions throughout California are 
now received at the exhibit of the 
U. S. Forest Service in the Palace of 
Agriculture of the Panama Pacific In¬ 
ternational Exposition, and posted on 
a large map by pins with different- t 
colored heads, indicating the natures | 
and sizes of the fires. With the begin- | 
ning of the dry summer season the j 
national forests take on a fighting as¬ 
pect, the force is increased threefold, , 
the lockout towers are opened up and 
manned, patrolmen start on their 
rounds, and the entire forest service 
is primed to keep down to the smallest i 
possible minimum the fires which | 
threaten the forests of the West for 
four dry months. 

The Forest Service exhibit will from 
now on promptly reflect the results of 
the contest between the government's 
forest rangers on one side and care- i 
less campers, sparks from engines, 
brush burners and lightning on the 
other. The pin map shows, up to date 
this year, seventy six fires. Of this 
total, only sixteen burned over ten 
acres, while thirty-one were extin¬ 
guished before they had burned over 
one fourth of an aero. A total of 1866 
acres of land, either in the national 
forests or belonging to private parties j 
cooperating with the forest service in 
fire protection, huve been burned, of 
which only 247 acres were timbered. 
The rest was brush land. The total 
damage done to the forests by these 
fires was only $99.51). They were ex¬ 
tinguished at a total cost to the gov¬ 
ern incut of $1047.91. These figures 
represent a great Improvement in tire 
conditions over those existing before 
the forest service was established, 
when by this season every year the 
damage had mounted into several 
thousand dollars. 

GOING NORTH FOR 

LONG HUNTING SEASON 

Phil Carter and Chet Huston are not 
worrying about restrictions against 
killing venison In the new game pre¬ 
serve. They leave on Saturday for the 
north with the expectation of being 
absent two months. They will go by 
auto and spend most of their time In 
Stnnlalnus county where they expect 
to find hunting and fishing on a scale 
which will make the trip worth while. 



Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precaution, of tha aimplaat kind would eliminata moat of tho loaa 
resulting from foraat firae, aa shown by raports on tho cauios of tha 
fires in tha reaervae last saaaan. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following aix 
■implo rules: 

1. Be eure your match ia out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette (tump where there ii nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is abaolutaly necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can ecrapo away the needlei, leaves or grata from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, gat word to the nearest U. 8. forest ranger or stata fira warden 
just aa quickly as you possibly can.

Restrictions of the new game pre¬ 
serve law, forbidding hunting in a 
large part of the Sierra Madre range, 
are even more stringent than was sup- 
posed from first reports. The text of 
the law makes it unlawful to hunt, pur¬ 
sue, take, catch, kill, destroy, or even 
lo have in possession any wild bird or 
wild animal, except such as are preda 
tory, within the game preserve. 

Predatory animals may be bunted 
in the game preserve only by persons 
having a permit so to do. Issued from 
the Izis Angeles offiee ol the state fish 
and game commission. This means 
that a rancher living in the game pre¬ 
serve cannot shoot hawks, owls, bob- 
< als or even ground squirrels on tiis 
own land without a permit, unless lie 
violates the law. 

Issuance of Permits 
Applications for such penults must 
be made in writing to Forest Super¬ 
visor R. II Charlton. The proper form 
of application can lie secured from any 
forest ranger or other officer, Mr. 
Charlton says he will provide permits 
only for men owning or in charge of 
! ranches, resorts or other lands within 
I the preserve. The whole law is based 
on the principle that the slate owns 
th(* game and ownership of land does 
not give any rigid lo it. 

Possession of game within the pre¬ 
serve is prohibited as a means of en¬ 
forcing the law' against hunting. It 
will lie impossible lo have venison or 
other game within the district and get 
by with the plea that it was killed 
outside the game preserve and is 
merely “in transit." 

Carrying firearms within Hie game 
preserve is not forbidden by the law. 
but will lie considered grounds for 
suspicion when the person carrying 
them does not have a hunting permit. 
Forest rangers and other officers have 
been instructed lo warn all such per 
sons of Hie terms of the law, and to 
enforce it strictly. While it is a state 
law practically all the men in the gov¬ 
ernment service have been deputized 
as slate officers for the enforcement 
of the law.

Soiling returned from an auto trip to 
San Diego and announced that tho cer¬ 
emony had been performed in the 
southern city. Afterwards they 'were 
guests at tin 1 home of Madame Ernes¬ 
tine Sehumann-lleink where they were 
royally feted. Coming to I-os Angeles 
eigtit or nine years ago practically 
unknown. Mr. Soiling's work with the 
violin soon attracted attention. His 
brilliant work now places him in the 
very front rank of western violinists, 
lie lias owned a home on North Ad¬ 
ams street in Sierra Madre for a num¬ 
ber of years. The bride is a more re- 
•cut acquisition of the colony of prom¬ 
inent musicians in Hu* Southwest. Site 
lias a coloratura soprano voice of un 
usual quality and has filled the prima 
donna role in a number of eastern op¬ 
eratic production. The European war 
prevented tier going abroad to fill an 
operatic engagement and she lias been 
spending the past winter on the ranch 
at the head of Adams street which she 
purchased about two years ago and 
where Prof, and Mrs. Soiling are now 
at home. 

COFFEY GARLAND 

The marriage of Miss Annis Bald¬ 
win Coffey to Col. W. II. (iarland was j 
quietly celebrated at the home of 
Judge Hugh J. Crawford of West 
Twenty first street, lais Angeles, on 
Saturday afternoon. Only a few inti¬ 
mate friends were present. Unusual j 
interest attaches to the wedding lie 
cause of Hie prominence of both bride 
and groom. The bride is the sister 
of Dr. Titian J. Coffey of Ixis Angeles 
and has been a resident of Sierra Ma¬ 
il re about ten years. She has been 
active in the work of tile Guild of 
Ascension Parish and other charitable 
work During the pasl year she served 
most graciously as president of tho 
Sierra Madre Woman's Club. Col. Gar¬ 
land is a native of Virginia, winning 
Ids title for service In the Confererate 
army. He was prominent as a rail¬ 
road and harbor contractor. Although 
regarding New York as bis home he 
lias spent much of his time In travel 
since retiring from active business. 
After (he wedding Col. and Mrs. Gar¬ 
land left for San Francisco and are 
planning a trip to Panama as a part 
of their honeymoon. On their return 
they expect to make their home In 
Pasadena. 


Endorsing the submission of a good 
roads bond issue of $3,000,000 to the 
voters of Ixis Angeles county next fall, 
a gathering of 200 or more people rep¬ 
resenting all sections of the county 
approved the general highway pro¬ 
gram outlined by Supervisor Hinshaw, 
with a number of additions. The mo 
Hon was submitted by C. I). Daggett of 
Pasadena, a member of the original 
county highway commission, and hail 
but one dissenting vote. 

Discussion of the good roads ques¬ 
tion took a number of angles, but the 
sentiment of the gathering was shown 
to lie overwhelmingly committed to a 
number of principles, namely: 

Good Ronds Gospel 

I hat the $3 500,000 good roads bond 
Issue of 1908 was the best investment 
the county ever made. 

That tlie highway system developed 
ns a result of that bond issue should 
he made complete by tying the loose 
ends wherever practicable with cross 
roads. 

That mountain roads would be an 
asset to the county not merely from 
Hie sentimental standpoint but. would 
lie of very great commercial value. 

That mountain roads are a prerequi¬ 
site of any Hood prevention work in 
ihe mountains. 

That mountain road building, flood 
prevention and reforestation should 
go hand in hand. 

That the county should proceed in¬ 
dependently of the state at the earliest 
possible time with the construction 
of the highway system as outlined by 
the Hinshaw report and in the dis¬ 
cussion. 

Connecting Links 

Chairman Pridham of the Board of 
Supervisors said the supervisors had 
not discussed the highway program 
among themselves but upon submis¬ 
sion of the Hinshaw rei>ort had called 
the meeting to ascertain the senti¬ 
ment prevailing all over the county, 
lie then called lor expressions from 
Ihe visitors. C. D. Daggett struck the 
keynote of the meeting in reviewing 
pasl highway progress and advocating 
the continuance on a scale which 
would put 1,08 Angeles county in the 
forefront of the world. 

Newman Esslck addressed ihe meet¬ 
ing on behalf of the Sierra Madre 
Board of Trade. He told of Sierra 
Madre's interest In good roads and 
told of I lie good results to he achieved 
by the construction of about three 
mill's of road to connect Orange Grove 
avenue in Pasadena with Central ave¬ 
nue in Sierra Madre. He said that 
would afford a thirty-five mile road 
from Iais Angeles through Pasadena, 
along the foothills through Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, down through Arcadia and the 


Baldwin ranch and back through San 
Gabriel and Alhambra or along Hunt¬ 
ington drive. II would also afford resi¬ 
dents of Pasadena north of the Santa 
Fc tracks an outlet to the east without 
crossing the railroad. 

Several other communities sent rep¬ 
resentatives to tell of short pieces of 
road construction which would greatly 
increase the use and value of the pres¬ 
ent highway system. 

State Versus County 

H. W. Kellar, representing the Auto 
(’lull of Southern California, and N. D. 
Darlington of the stale highway com¬ 
mission, spoke in opposition to a 
bond issue by the county at tills time. 
'I hey said tlie state commission had 
outlinod a road program which con¬ 
templated a mountain highway across 
the mountains between the Antelope 
Valley and Los Angeles and the pres¬ 
ent county program would involve a 
duplication, or an expense to the 
ronaty which might as well be borne 
by Hie state. They further expressed 
the tear that a county bond issue this 
year would militate to the defeat of a 
state bond issue of $16,000,000 to be 
submitted to the voters next year. 
When questioned they admitted that 
the principle of the $15,000,000 issue 
would not he paid by a general tax 
levy. The principle would be paid out 
of tlie state's general funds which are 
drawn from corporation taxes, and the 
general tax payers would only pay the 
interest on the bonds. 

Several speakers said they did not 
think that under the circumstances 
the county bond issue would have the 
effect suggested. They were also in- 
i sistent Dial tlie county could not af¬ 
ford to wait a year and a half to see 
the outcome of the state project, but 
should undertake the program ns out¬ 
lined at Ihe earliest possible time. 

Value of Mountain Roads 

Congressman Randall made strong 
defense of tlie mountain road portion 
of tlie program. He said he was 
amazed to hear opposition coming 
from the auto club officials, especially 
on the ground that mountain roads 
were only of sentimental value. He 
pointed out the value to Switzerland 
ol mountain highways which are large¬ 
ly instrumental in attracting two or 
three hundred million dollars of good 
American tourist money to that coun¬ 
try every year. He spoke of the par¬ 
ticularly close relation of good roads 
to flood prevention, reforestation and 
increased water supplies, as well ns 
affording closer relations between the 
remote parts of the county and Los 
Angeles. His remarks were greeted 
by vociferous applause, in fact tlie 
meeting bestowed its applause in close 
proportion to the degree with which 
the speakers favored good roads in 
general and mountain roads in partic¬ 
ular.

HALF THE FOREST FIRES 

DUE TO CARELESSNESS 


Government Officials Say Great 
Annual Loss Is Mostly 
Unnecessary 

With the opening of the season of 
tire danger on most of the national for 
esls, the forest service is sending 
broadcast a warning that more than 
half of the forest fires in the United 
States are due to carelessness or oth¬ 
er preventable causes, starling from 
campers, railroad locomotives, brush 
burning, incendiaries and sawmills. 

This statement is based on an an 
alysis of statistics compiled from the 
forest lire records of the last season, 
when more than 7.000 fires were re¬ 
ported on national forests alone and 
approximately 10.000 on state and pri¬ 
vate holdings in the eighteen states 
which received federal cooperation in 
tire protection under the Weeks law.

BREAKFAST MENU. 

Apple Omelet. 

Bran Dread and Mutter. 
Tea, Coffee or Cocoa. 


S TEW eight apples and put through 
„ n colauder. Add one cupful ol 
sugar and one tnblespoonful of 
butter. Let cool and whip In four eggs, 
beaten separately. Place In a linking 
dish In rather quick oven. Hake till 
hrowu. 

Welsh Rabbit. 

Melt one table spoonful of butter. 
Break half a pound of Swiss or Auntr 
Iciin cheese In small pieces. Season 
with a small amount of Halt, pepper 
and mustard. When life cheese melts 
add one egg, beaten with one-fourth 
of a cupful of milk. Cook one minute 
Serve at once ou toast. 

Prune 8ouffle. 

Take one-half pound of stewed prune 
pulp Add the Juice of one lemon, 
three fourths of a cupful of sugar and 
the stiff whipped whites of three or 
four eggs. Turn Into the souffle dish 
and sprinkle sugar over the top. Bake 
hi a brisk oven for ten minutes or till 
! browu.
